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HALLS OF HARTNELL

This is not my first year at Hartnell. With a little 
of what might be called background experience, I'd like 
to pass on to the new students, and to those returning 
students who may not be: as observant as I, some of the 
impressions I gained in my first year of learning here. 

Don’t let Dr. Madsen’s welcoming speech register 
too firmly. You will find that quite the opposite of this 
being a “high-school-with-ashtrays,” little or no smoking 
is permitted in any of the buildings except the Student 
Union building. You will find, too, that many people 
who don’t smoke lack the common sense to move away 
from those of us who do. Instead, considerable ill-man- 
nered verbal effort will be expended to make the smoker 
uncomfortable. 

Do try to learn early which instructors are so lazy 
they use questions from the course workbook as testing 
vehicles. This will enable you to memorize the ques- 
tions and answers on which you will be tested. There 
is usually no need to buy text books for these courses. 
In fact, if ‘you can borrow a friend’s workbook for these 
classes and invest time in typing 3 by 5 inch cards you 
can learn the questions and answers so perfectly that 
should the instructor get “cute” and mix up the ques- 
tions from the three or four assigned chapters you can 
still turn in a perfect test paper. I found the 3 by 5 inch 
cards so effective that by the time my wife read aloud 
the third word of a question I could give her the answer. 

I don’t know if state law requires the lecture system 
of instruction or if this is just the way lazy, unimagina- 
tive instructors avoid situations that might require after- 
hours study on their part. But I do find it very boring 
and ver uneducational to read a lesson and then have the 
instructor repeat, verbatim, what I’ve read. A tape-re- 
cording would be just as effective and much less ex- 
pensive to the college system. I may have some hang-ups 
on this point, but I spent many years in the Army. The 
only time we used the lecture system of instruction was 
whene there was insufficient reference or reading ma- 
terial available for student study. Many of those, too, 
whom we instructed were of the extremely “brilliant” 
now generation. 

If by chance you are a beautiful young girl be care- 
ful which instructor offers to discuss with you the op- 
portunity, in the privacy of his office, to improve your 
grades. Another one, if he catches you running your 
fingers through your hair will suggest you are masturbat- 
ing before the entire class. 

English instructors today use books which, prior to 
a recent Supreme Court ruling, were considered porno- 
graphic. I find it rather ill-conceived that men over 40 
are reportedly the best customers for pornography. It 
is quite likely that youthful college students of English 
language courses are the best customers. But they can 
be forgiven because their purchases are made only to 
meet the requirements laid down by eutter-minded 
English instructors. 

History, Political Science, and Sociology instructors 
are among those quick to point out that prejudice is the 
cause of most of our current problems. A student who 
questions the legitmacy of a racial prejudice statement 
made by one of the “liberal” instructors is given short 
shrift. The instructors are correct, of course. Even 
their own prejudice against their own kind shows 
through quickly. As an ignorant, uneducated, displaced 
“Okie” I practice my prejudices. I find little consolation 
in being 1/16th Cherokee Indian, especially with the 
added mixtures of Irish, English and Holland Dutch an- 
cestorage. All this integration and miscegenation really 
leaves no racial purity or national culture. My wife is 
of German and Irish extraction. Just imagine how much 
more confused our son will be than are his Mexican, 
Negro, Chinese, Japanese and Indian classmates. 

Last year one of my classmates mentioned several 
times having a little Indian in her. Taking her aside 
one day, I asked how many months along she was. From 
that date she never again boasted in my presence of 
being part Indian. 

To get back to the instructors. One here has the 
standard procedure of answering any question with a 
comment on the questioner’s.stupidity. I heard him do 
this last year to a student who had just. scored a 95 on 
the most recent test. 

If you are after one or more scholarships, it may 
be helpful to learn who takes your courses at an earlier 
hour. This will enable you to get correct answers before 
entering the classroom. One “straight-A” student whom 
I spent most of the year admiring, turned up with the 
questions for an afternoon final exam I’d just that morn- 
ing completed. Needless to say, I felt I might have done 
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SOME SPICE !

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VETERANS’ ROUNDUP 


News of Assistance, 
Insurance, Loans

While 26,000 veterans die 
each month there are. benefits 


good news. 

Early in September a letter 
was sent to college registrars 
urging them to temporarily sus- 
pend processing Form 109 for 
student deferments. The amend.- 
ments to the Military Selective 
Service Act of 1967, now be- 
fore Congress, include major 
policy changes on undergrad- 
uate student deferments. The 
President has asked Congress 
for authority to phase out un- 
dergraduate deferments. 

When contacted, the draft 
counselors at the ~Monterey 
County Peace Center said they 
believe the college’s refusal to 
process Form 109 is illegal un- 
til final action is taken by Con- 
gress. Counselor Gary Karnes 
said students who wished to ap- 
ply for student deferments 


a part of your record. 

If you are refused student 
deferment, a letter to your 
draft board before the law is 
enacted — if it is — would be 
of great help if you wish to 
appeal the decision. This mat- 
ter is going to be up for dis- 
cussion this week or next in 
Congress so time is very impor- 
tant.

better on the test given the same advance notice. 

I think the best way to control cheating in classes 
using IBM cards as answer sheets would be for the in- 
structor to require each of those students enrolled to sub- 
mit blank cards ahead of the test date. These cards 
would then be marked in some way distinctive to that 
particular instructor and returned at test time to the 
students being tested. This would eliminate, automati- 
call, those IBM cards filled out over a cup of coffee in 
the student cafeteria. 

Cheating is often’ said to hurt only the cheater. 
There is more to it than that, especially here at Hart- 
nell where so many scholarships are available to the 
most deserving. I just do not feel that a cheat deserves 
a scholarship. 

I’ve noticed, as surely have many others,: the fre- 
quent evaluation of today’s young people as being so 
much smarter, so much more intelligent that their par- 
ents’ generation. I'd like to say that in my opinion this 
is just so much hogwash. Recently, I was made aware 
of a student in the Salinas High School system, who, 
though a junior, could not read well enough to pass a 
driver’s license written exam. When the test was ad- 
ministered orally, he passed. I went to grade school and 
junior high school, perhaps even before your parents 
did, but, until now, I never knew anyone who got past 
third grade without being able to at least read street 
signs. 

I’m of the opinion the reason today’s generation is 
called the smartest is because our “educators” are patting 
themselves on the back. It is possible, however, that our 
new Superintendent of Public Instruction will demand 
more honest evaluations from this underworked, over- 
paid class of citizens. 


for which those of us surviving 
are entitled. As of 21 July 
1971 we totaled 28.2 million 
with an average of 80,000 per 
month being added. 

Those of us who were en- 
titled to benefits under the G.J. 
Bills of WW II and Korea have 
lost educational assistance; un-: 
used portions of home loan 
guarantees have been restored. 

Qualified widows of veterans 
who remarried thereby losing 
benefits may have benefits re- 
stored if her remarriage has 
terminated. These benefits in- 
clude VA- guaranteed home 
loans, educational ~ benefits, 
death pension and dependency 
and indemnity compensation 
(DIC). 

It generally requires four to 
six weeks for VA to process the 
enrollment. certificate from the 
college, so you can expect your 
first subsistence check on or be- 
fore 15 November 1971. 

The second check, for the 
months of October should arrive 
just two or three days after the 
September check. 


VA is not affiliated with ~ 


private cemetery operators. Be 
wary of any offers. 

If you are attending school or 
taking on-the-job training, that 
new family addition may mean 
more money. 

Many veterans have, probably 
through oversight, failed to keep 
insurance ‘beneficiary _ listings 
up to date. If your family or 
marital status has changed it is 
possible your girl friends will 
collect your insurance and the 
wife and children will be left 
out in the cold. Only the des- 
ignated beneficiaries may col- 
lect. Be sure you take care of 
the proper people. 

VA encourages men who are 
qualified and interested to go 
into OJT for police and fire 
departments. : As of last Jan- 
uary 6200 veterans were train- 
ings as policemen and 2100 as 
firemen. 

A copy of “Federal Benefits 
for Veterans and Dependents” 
may be ordered from the Sup- 
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They come from all parts of 
the world to study at Hartnell 
College. They come from the 
East, Far East, Middle East, 
East Coast and Middle West? 
Foreign students make up a 
small percentage of the total 
population at Hartnell. 

To date there are only 98 
foreign students enrolled for 
the fall semester. Among these 
are four young men from Iran, 
a country on the other side of 
the world (if you still think the 
world is “FLAT,” look at a 
globe). 

Nasrollah Akhavi, Homayoon 
Moshirzadeh, Seon Boroumand, 
and Jafars Shayesteh are all 
from Tehran, Iran, the capital 
city of the country. 

“It’s not very easy to come 
to school there in the USA,” 
states Nasrollah. “We have to 
apply to many different schools 
and then wait until one of them 
will accept us.” 

All of these young men come 
from wealthy families. They 
all just about have to because of 
the high cost of education and 
living expenses here. It would

Some of you older codgers 
may be interested to know that 
neither is there a time limit for 
a veteran to be assisted by the 
local state employment service 
in finding a job or job training.
